20 years of The Real World* 


CNN 

“The Real World” has now been on TV for longer than 
some of MTV’s viewers have been alive. 

The show celebrates its 20th anniversary this week. 

Despite being one of the longest-running reality pro- 
grams on TV, it seems viewers still aren’t sick of seeing 
“what happens ... when 
people stop being polite ... 
and start getting real.” 

The September 2011 
premiere of the series’ 
most recent season, “The 
Real World: San Diego,” 
drew nearly 2 million 
viewers. Clocking in as 
the No. I original cable se- 
ries of the night, the pre- 
miere marked the show’s 
best debut in five seasons, 
according to TV by the 
Numbers. 

But “The Real World’s” 
cultural significance ex- 
tends far beyond the 
number of people who 
tune in these days. 

“The Real World’ was 
definitely the first show to 
put people into a house to 
live together,” said Jona- 
than Murray co-creator 
and executive producer of 
the series. It also introduced the “confessional”— a room 
where cast members can go to speak directly into the 
camera and comment on their actions, Murray said. 

CBS’ “Big Brother,” which began airing in the U.S. in 
2000, borrowed the format, adding a competitive element. 

Even MTV’s shinier and newer reality program, “Jersey 
Shore,” which attracted between 4 million and 7 million 
viewers throughout its fifth season, can attribute some of 
its success to the long-running series. 

“We’ve seen certain shows like ‘Newlyweds’ or ‘The 
Osbournes’ or ‘Jersey Shore’ come along, and somehow, 
‘The Real World’ keeps coming back while some of those 
other shows have their super bright nova in the sky” Mur- 
ray said. 

The show had somewhat humble beginnings. A 2007 
USA Today story noted that MTV originally wanted the 
series to have a soap-opera feel. Then MTV chief Brian 
Graden told the publication that the show is “quite simply 
the undisputed granddaddy of modern, commercial real- 
ity television.” 

Murray says the same things that originally made the 
series such a dark horse, including featuring a new cast 
and location each season, are what inevitably led to “The 
Real World’s” longevity 

“The fact that we do change the cast every season, and 
we do change the location,” he said, “it keeps it fresh and 
it allows the show to very much reflect what’s in the minds 
of young people.”

In some ways “The Real World” was ground- 
breaking. 

In 1994’s “The Real World: San Francisco,” 
cast member Pedro Zamora shared his strug- 
gle with HIV/AIDS. After Zamora died in 
November 1994, then-President Bill Clinton 
said the Cuban-born reality star “changed the 
face of HIV and AIDS in America forever.” 

“ ‘San Francisco’ was just, for most of us 
who’ve worked on the show, an incredibly 
important season because of Pedro’s involve- 
ment,” Murray said, adding, Zamora’s story 
took “The Real World” out of the entertain- 


ment section and placed it on the front page. 

That season, the series’ third, is when Mur- 
ray said he knew “The Real World” was spe- 
cial. He said he remembers thinking, “Maybe 
we’ll get another five seasons.” 

Since then, the show has tackled a number 
of previously taboo issues. 

Perhaps one of the series’ most memorable 
cast members, Ruthie Alcaide, appeared on 
Season 8, “The Real World: Hawaii.” Alcaide’s 
drinking problem, which eventually resulted 
in her temporarily leaving the show to enter 
a rehab center, shed a light on how young peo- 
ple cope with substance abuse, Murray said. 

“The show, from the very beginning, was 
built on the idea that we were going to put 
seven diverse people into a house together,” 
Murray said. ‘And so, the DNA of the show 
has always been diversity. ... And over the 
years, we’ve explored that diversity in every 
way possible.”

City disputes latest bill 
from meter company

As profits soar for the company running Chi- 
cago’s metered parking spaces, so do the mul- 
timillion-dollar bills the outfit is asking tax- 
payers to foot under little-known provisions 
in its long-term deal, according to documents 
obtained by the Tribune. 

The latest bill, sent May 17 by Chicago Park- 
ing Meters LLC, demands $22 million to cover 
a year’s worth of free parking for vehicles that 
displayed disabled placards or license plates. 
The amount is part of a nearly $50 million tab 
that Mayor Emanuel so far has refused to pay 
“Just because there is a bill doesn’t mean 


we automatically cut the checks,” mayoral 
spokeswoman Sarah Hamilton said Wednes- 
day in an email. “Since day one, it has been our 
top priority to fight on behalf of the taxpayers 
of Chicago and better manage the contract.” 

Emanuel intends to dispute the latest bill, 
as he has other CPM bills since taking over as 
mayor a year ago, City Hall sources said. But if 
the company does end up collecting in full, the 
money would add to a growing bottom line. 

Last year, CPM’s gross revenue was 
$108.5 bullion, an increase of nearly $36 mil- 
lion from 2010, according to the company's 
financial statement submitted to the city. The 
total includes the disputed amounts for 2011. 

After expenses including interest on the 
money it borrowed to bunch the deal, the 
company made a profit of S27.4 million, ac- 


cording to the statement. 

The Tribune sent the company a list o f ques- 
tions about the disputed bills. Spokeswoman 
Avis T^Velle declined comment, saying it is 
the company's “policy not to comment on on- 
going disputes.” 

Emanuel is the first of many mayors who 
will have to live with the meter contract that 
then-Mayor Richard M. Daley put in place 
during his final term. In late 2008, Daley got 
aldermen to quickly approve a 75-year parking 
meter contract in return for a one-time pay- 
ment of $1.15 billion, 

A botched transition to the private company, 
increasing meter rates and analyses concluding 
the city was shortchanged soured the public on 
the deal and helped send Daley’s approval rat- 
ing to a new low before his retirement.

'Fhe Google doodle featured a 
replica of a Moog synthesizer that 
allowed people to play and record 
music. By midday, hundreds of 
people had uploaded videos to ^u- 
Tube of them playing songs on the 
doodle or teaching others how to 
play tunes, NPR challenged listen- 
ers to try to re-create its “All Tilings 
Considered” theme song using the 
synthesizer on Google, The doodle 
also drew attention to Moog's fam- 
ily including JVIatt Moog, who says 
he’s had several hundred people 
reach out. 

Bob Moog, who died in 2005, 
spent his life as an engineer devel- 
oping machinery for electronic 
musicians including the Moog syn-

D NEW YORK If you’ve ever bought a Groupon, you 
might be getting an email this week about a class-ac- 
tion lawsuit involving the expiration dates on the company’s 
daily deals. 

Groupon has settled the case and will pay a proposed 
$8.5 million to do so— but, as with many class-action suits, a 
good chunk of that money will go to the lawyers. Customers 
likely will take home mere pennies. 

Groupon settled the case last month without admitting 
fault or wrongdoing. As part of the settlement, Groupon’s 
merchants were released from any liability related to the 
claims. 

The settlement: On the customer side, the settlement 
class includes anyone in the U.S. who bought a Groupon 
deal or received one as a gift from Nov i, 2008, through 
Dec. 1, 2011. 

But what those customers wiU actually get remains pretty 
murky 

The settlement offers those who submit claims a “settle- 
ment voucher” that can be redeemed through the merchant 
for goods “up to the purchase price that you paid.” 

How is that different than what Groupon already offers? 
Neither side is saying. 

A Groupon spokeswoman said the company “has nothing 
to add beyond what’s in that notification” that some cus-

tomers have received. Law firm Robbins Geller Rudman & 
Dowd, which is representing the defendants, didn’t return a 
request for comment. 

The settlement deal has one slight twist: If a merchant 
won’t honor a settlement voucher, the customer can submit 
a second claim to the settlement fund and be eligible for 
a refund check on what they paid, plus 20 percent of the 
deal’s promotional value. More details on the lawsuit are 
available at grouponvouchersettlement.com. 

Also as part of the settlement, for the next three years 
Groupon agreed not to sell more than 10 percent of its daily 
deals with expiration dates of fewer than 30 days. Groupon 
also agreed to change the language in its advertising and on 
its site to make restrictions clearer.

The last most Bears fans remember seeing of John- 
ny Knox was that horrific collision with a Seahawk 
in December that fractured his vertebrae and left 
him in the hospital for three days and in a body cast 
for 2I4 months. 

On Wednesday he reported to Halas Hall for the 
Bears’ organized team activities. 

He appeared much lighter than his listed play- 
ing weight of 185 pounds, and does not look like a 
man who will be taking the field in the foreseeable 
future. 

He said he lost 30 pounds after the injury and has 
regained 10 of those, but still is visibly thin on his 
6 -foot frame. 

He walks a little funny too. Aside from the prac- 
tice jersey and the flashy white and orange football 
gloves he wore Wednesday, not much about him 
looked like an NFL wide receiver. 

Knox said there is no timetable for his return 
to practice. Nor is there a timetable for him to re- 
turn to games. He still clings to the hope he will 
be ready Sept. 9 when the Bears open against the 
Colts at Soldier Field, but acknowledges he could 
sit out all of 2012. 

“It could happen, but I’m staying optimistic,” 
he said of missing the season. “I’m not in any rush. 
This is my spine, the core of my body I’m dealing 
with. It’s not my knee or my ankle or my shoulder. 
I’m taking my time on this.” 

If he saw the gruesome way his body bent when 
272-pound defensive lineman Anthony Hargrove 
torpedoed him, he might take even longer. Knox 
has avoided reviewing the play 

“I probably don’t want to see it until I retire,” he said. 


Under a sunny sky Wednesday in Lake Forest, 
Knox watched new acquisition Brandon Marshall 
line up at his position and do things he wished he 
could do. These days, Marshall has about 4 inches 
and 65 pounds on Knox. 

Knox said he would try to learn other positions 
now that Marshall has laid claim to his split end spot. 

He called Marshall a “big time, elite receiver,” 
and said, “I’m just looking forward to getting out 
there and playing with him.” 


Knox said the pain from that terrible hit, and 
the subsequent surgery, is gone. Despite the temp- 
tation to lose faith, Knox has tried to maintain a 
healthy outlook. 

“From day one my mindset has been real posi- 
tive,” he said. “No letdowns. No setbacks. I’m sur- 
rounded by a great group of people, a great organi- 
zation, friends, family They keep me positive and 
I’m staying positive and moving forward. 

“I will play again. Definitely”

Like Kane 
himself, “Boss,” which is loosely based on 
Shakespeare^s “King Lear,” is “big, dramatic 
and epic.” 

“That's the scale of the piece that we chose 
to do,” Grammer said. wanted to do 
something akin to tragedy” 

The first season delivered plenty of tragic 
storytelling, ending with Kane sprawled on 
the floor in the grips of a seizure caused by the 
degenerative neurological disorder he’s trying 
to keep secret. 

In the new season, currently filming in Chi- 
cago, Kane will struggle with the psychologi- 
cal effects of all those pills he’s been popping 
while fighting to keep a firm grip on the city 
and trying to repair his legacy 

After chucking almost everyone from his 
inner circle last season— including senior 
adviser Ezra Stone (Martin Donovan) and 
chief of staff Kitty O’Neill (Kathleen Robert- 
son)— Kane has surrounded himself with new 
staffers whom he doesn’t quite trust. 

“Some of what happens in this season is 
a fallout from that,” Grammer said. “I le’s 
unaccustomed to have to explain to people 
what he needs from them, so he’s a little quick 
tempered in the beginning of this season, of 
course, with some of his new aides. 

“We’ve got some terrific people that have 
joined the cast this year.” 

Jonathan Groff comes on board as Ian 
Todd, Kane’s new adviser with a secret. Sanaa 
Lathan plays Mona Fredericks, chief of staff 
to one of Kane’s many political rivals. Rapper 
TI., Grammer said, is “quite engaging” as an 
ambitious former gang member with sights 
on City Hall. Returning cast members include 


Robertson, Connie Nielsen, Hannah Ware, 
Jeff Hephner, Troy Garity and Rotimi Akino- 
sho, who are joined by a who’s who of Chicago 
theater actors making guest appearances. 

Chicago itself remains a chief player in 
“Boss.” The series calls Cinespace Chicago 
Film Studios, 2558 W i8th St., its home base, 
but films all over the city 

“It’s a new day in the best city in the world,” 
Grammer, as Kane, said during a May 2 
location shoot near Buckingham Fountain 
in Grant Park. In the scene for the season’s 
fourth episode, Kane ends his jog when mem- 
bers of the press ask him about a shocking 
event that rocks City Hall. 

Grammer said he and series creator Farhad 
Safinia couldn’t imagine any other setting than 
Chicago because of its unique swagger. 

“We chose Chicago because ... it has that 
kind of personality where a single man can 
actually sort of be at the helm and keep his 
hands on the reins for long periods of time 
and can have his image reflected in the city 
itself,” Grammer said. 

Kane’s ability to run the government will be 
tested come August. As Julie I lerbert, writer 
of the fourth episode, said in Grant Park, 
Kane has to “find new ways to get people to 
do his bidding.” 

'Ihat no doubt will involve bribery, betrayal 
and backroom deals, not to mention threats 
of bodily harm and yes, even murder. It makes 
you wonder if there’s anything Kane wouldn’t 
do to keep power. 

“Probably, but we haven’t found out yet,” 
Grammer said, again with a laugh. “He is a 
political animal first, a survivor. He’ll find a 
way to do that no matter what.”

By Emily Van Zandt i redeye sound board 
A few things to keep in mind when it comes 
to my take on Haley Reinhart: I’ve never 
watched a full episode of ‘American Idol,” 
and female vocalists readily described as “old 
souls” kinda drive me nuts. The basic facts: 
Reinhart is young, from Chicago (suburban 
Wheeling) and placed third on “Idol’s” Sea- 
son lo, which I think was last year. 

Also, she appears to like 1960s bathing 
suits and tank tops, which is about as good a 
transition as any to the idea of “throwback” 
voices. You know the ones— Duffy Adele, 
etc. Bold yet nasal-y Backed by lots of swingy 
horns. It’s retro! No one does this anymore! 
Except everyone kind of does. 

But if you’ve gotta have a gimmick to get 
noticed, Reinhart has it covered. Her debut 
album leans heavily on her “unique” voice. 
She sounds like the middle ground between 
Amy Winehouse (RIP) and Natasha Beding- 
field. Middle-school me would have loved 
this stuff 

The first track, “Oh My!” features a

phoned-in B.o.B. verse 
and immediately drives 
home the ’60s feel with 
heavy big band drums 
and horns. If you hate 
it, turn it off The album 
really doesn’t move from this formula. I 
haven’t heard this many horns since Mark 
Ronson got his hands on Winehouse. The 
tracks all kind of blur together in forced, 
fuzzy nostalgia after a few minutes. 

One exception would be the refreshingly 
horn-free, piano-backed ballad “Undone,” 
which begs a comparison as a (lyrically/musi 
cally) weaker version of Adele’s “Someone 
Like You” but remains the best feature of 
Reinhart’s full vocals. Overall, I wasn’t unim 
pressed by “Listen Up!” Reinhart’s got some 
unique pipes. To really shine, she’s going to 
need to step away from artists with similar 
quirk. It’s hard to launch a powerful retro 
album in the days of Adele domination, but 
at least she didn’t fall flat on her face.

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The Drinkingbird in Lincoln Park 
does its throwback theme proud

When I first heard that The Drinkingbird was 
opening in Lincoln Park with a throwback, 

’60s cocktail lounge vibe (kitsch and highball 
glasses included), I was nervous. All too often, 
new bars hope to draw in crowds by offering 
complicated drinks the staff isn’t trained to 
handle, pairing them with close-but-not-quite 
upgraded bar bites. Lucky for me (and you). The Drinkingbird seemed 
to have everything in order just a few days after its mid-May opening, 
with both drinks and music flowing and top-notch service already in 
place. Here’s why you shouldn’t miss out on this new corner bar.

Off to a good start 





Location, location, location: Any bar within 
(very) short walking distance of Lincoln 
Park’s Webster Place movie theater screams 
“date night!” Nestled just beyond the the- 
ater’s parking lot in the former Flounder’s 
space, The Drinkingbird is sure to see plenty 
of pre- and post-movie revelers and neigh- 
borhood groups alike. A short walk from the 
Ashland bus and a doable hike to the Brown 
Line means visiting from nearby ’hoods also 
is an option. 

Social butterflies go wild: The prize for best 
view in the house goes to the two tables near 
the accordion windows on either side of the 
front door. In addition to catching the best 
breeze, your group can enjoy your own super- 
quick escape route if you see someone you 
know strolling down Clybourn. No friends 
in the neighborhood? No problem. Perch at 
these window seats with a plate of fries and 
you’re bound to meet a few 

Drink up: In its past life, The Drinkingbird 
was a divey sports bar where beer and simple 
drinks reigned. But to match the laid-back 


Vegas-lounge decor (think printed wallpaper 
and pops of color) the drink menu has been 
upgraded to feature a short list of classics and 
punches. Priced from $9-$ii, they’re a bit 
more than you’U usually pay at such a low-key 
hangout, but they’re weU worth the few extra 


dollars (and minutes). Head straight for the 
Fish House Punch ($9), a refreshingly spicy 
blend of rum, cognac, lemon and lime juice, 
simple syrup and nutmeg combined with just 
enough peach liqueur to give it a smooth, 
summery feel. The bar’s version of the zombie 


($11), a tiki classic, combines three kinds of 
rum (including tiki essential Lemon Hart 151) 
falernum, house-made grenadine, lime juice, 
absinthe and bitters — and it will knock you 
out. As my server warned, you might not want 
to start the night with this one. 
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Fill up: If you’re going to indulge in a zombie 
or two, you’re going to need some padding. 
The menu leans on heavy comfort-food 
small plates with a burger thrown 
in for good measure. Fries 
($6) are served with a 
particularly addictive 
garlic aioli and deviled 
eggs ($8) come 
propped up on small 
piles of pimento 
cheese that ended 
up being spread on 
the eggs by me and 
my clearly-not-con- 
cerned-with-cholester- 
ol friends. 

Explore: Don’t be stuck to 
your barstool all night when you 
visit— there’s plenty going on in the back. 
With snazzy red rounded booths, the seating 
gets cozier and there’s even a pool table as 
you work your way to the back of the long 
room. Just beyond, you’ll find a charming 
back patio with seating for 26. 


The little extras: Keep an eye out for the 
retro plastic swizzle sticks served with each 
cocktail, which currently feature a picture of 
the bar’s mascot— the iconic drink- 
ing bird toy— and the phrase 
“Famous for nothing.” My 
server mentioned they’re 
thinking of rotating the 
design from time to 
time, and I definitely 
found one stashed 
in my purse the next 
morning. 

Bottom line: The 

Drinkingbird is solid 
fun, with some can’t-miss 
cocktails and snacks in a 
great location on the west 
side of Lincoln Park. If you’re not 
within walking distance, keep it on your list 
for movie theater pregaming or a bite to eat 
after.

Lately though, nail polish manufacturers — 
with nail giant OPI the latest entrant in the 
field— have been creating precut nail polish 
strips that stick directly onto nails. You apply 
a sticker, file off the excess and go. No drying 
time and no mess. 

The strips also made intricate nail art ac- 
cessible to people outside of the salon. OPI’s 
“Pure Lacquer Nail Apps” line continues the 
trend with 14 looks featuring designs with 
lace and sequins— not one is something you 
easily could do at home. Anyone who’s will- 
ing to experiment with their nails can find a 
style they’d wear. 

OPI’s formulation stacks up nicely against 
other polish wraps. The stickers (with a 
suggested retail price of $11.95 for 16 strips) 
stretch for a good fit and don’t tear easily 



It takes practice to expertly apply them so 
they cover the entire nail, but once you’ve 
mastered it, your nails are set for days. 

How long they’ll last depends on your nails 
and your tolerance for one look, but they 
should last at least four to five days. OPI says 
you can apply a gel top coat that will keep 
them fresh for two weeks, but your nails 
will be growing out in the meantime. OPI’s 
instructions say not to apply top coat, but 
I found a layer refreshed my stickers on the 
fourth day of wear nicely 

Once you’re tired of the design, use regular 
polish remover to take the apps off— and try 
another look entirely

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Can ‘Max Payne 3,’ ‘Diablo IN’ 
escape the sequel curse?

Both “Max Payne 3” and “Diablo IIP have achieved a rare feat in the world ofpop culture: 
The video games have broken the Rip Van Sequel curse. After a decade or so off (nine years 
for “Payne,” 12 years for “Diablo^^— normally a dangerous thing— the/ve launched success- 
ful new sequels. Recent history proves it’s rarely a good idea to dust off the cobwebs and 
release a movie, album or video game sequel after many years of hiatus. To prove the point, 
RedEye compiled a list of some of the worst byproducts of long layoffs between sequels. 



Rabid sci-fi fans popularized the hyperbolic phrase “raped my child- 
hood” in response to the limp “Star Wars” prequels released almost two 
decades after the beloved originals. Calling for poor creator George Lu- 
cas’ head was a bit much, sure, but it’s hard to excuse “Episode I’s” many 
sins: wooden acting, tin-eared dialogue and a tiny, mop-headed Anakin 
Skywalker yelling “Weee!” a lot. Just utter the word “Jar Jar Binks” in 
front of a “Star Wars” nerd and brace yourself for what happens. 



It’s way more fiin to read about all the tangled history and false starts 
behind the release of Guns ‘N Roses first album in 15 years than to actu- 
ally listen to it. At $13 million, “Chinese Democracy” was reportedly 
the most exp>ensive album of all time, and those big bucks went into the 
creation of a lot of bombastic, over-produced ballads that lack the sneer- 
ing bravado of Axl Rose’s glory days. ITie album should have been named 
‘Welcome to the Bungle.” 



A sequel based on a movie that doubled as an adolescent fantasy about 
living in a real-life arcade game should be fiin, if nothing else. But Dis- 
ney brought back the light cycles and the glowing discs from the 1982 
original, added snazzy special effects and 3-D, yet “Ton: Legacy” still 
feels like a boring college lecture trying way too hard to be cool. Plus, 
the CGI effects used to make Jeff Bridges look 30 years younger are 
creepy as hell. 



The sequel to “Duke Nukem 3D” lingered in video game purgatory for 
15 years, but after “Forever” finally launched last summer, most gamers 
agreed that this Frankenstein’s monster of a first-person shooter could 
have used a few more decades of work. About the only new innovation 
in the game was a crappy one, literally: the ability to pick poop out of the 
toilet and toss it on the walls. Gross,
